Edmonton Oilers fans get their first professional look at a 
new American hockey legend Friday night. That’s when 
Olympic hero Mark Johnson visits the Coliseum with 
Pittsburgh Penguins. 

He has played several games for the Penguins since his 
signing a day or so after the U.S. captured the 1980 gold 
medal at Lake Placid, Calif., and he has not achieved the 
heights predicted for him by the zealous Pittsburgh manage- 
ment, but in Pittsburgh Mark Johnson is a hero.

Every time he steps off the bench, the fans go crazy. He’sa 
speedy skater but perhaps a trifle small physically for the 
bumping and grinding he can anticipate in the NHL. 

However, Johnson has clearly demonstrated that he lacks 
nothing in the way of courage, commitment and dedication. 

He made his pro debut March 2 against New York 
Islanders. To reach that level, he scored five goals in the 
Olympics, including the winning goals against Czechoslovakia 
and Norway and two key goals in the 4-3 victory over the 
Soviet Union. 

Perhaps he was even more spectacular against Finland, 
when he scored a shorthanded insurance goal after setting up 
the goal that put the U.S. in front to stay. 

Johnson was drafted in 1977 by the Penguins in the fourth 
round of the amateur draft. He had just completed his 
freshman year at the University of Wisconsin and had helped 
lead his father’s team to the championships in the Big Ten, the 
Western Collegiate Hockey Association and later to the 


National Collegiate Athletic Association titles, the first time _ 


one school had ever won all three titles. 
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Mark was voted the WCHA rookie of the year and his 
father, on the strength of a37-7-1 record, was named coach 
of the year. 

In 1977-78, Mark shared conference scoring honors with 
team-mate Mike Eaves and was named to the All-America 
team. The next year he finished second in scoring by one 
point, but again made the All-America team and was voted 
collegiate player of the year by The Hockey News. 

In three years as a Badger, he scored 125 goals and 131 
assists for 256 points, second-highest total in the school’s 
history. Mike Eaves, currently with Minnesota North Stars, set 
the school record. 

Mark holds the following school records: 90 points in one 
season; 48 goals in one season; 7 points in one game; 4 points 
in one period; goals in eight straight games; and he shares a 
record with injured Penguin Mike Meeker of scoring five goals 
in one game. . 

General Manager Baz Bastien, who handled the nego- 
tiations, would not reveal the terms of the contract, but said 
that both parties concerned were satisfied. 

Johnson and his Olympic mates were accorded a major 
honor when they were named the recipients of the Lester 
Patrick Trophy, given annually for “outstanding service to 
hockey in the United States.” The U.S. team received the 
award along with Bob Clarke, Fred Shero and Ed Snider.

His willingness as a player 
to do almost anything to help his team has 
carried over to his new career. 

The Oilers came away from the June 
expansion draft and August’s entry draft of 
junior players convinced they have a nucleus 
that will make them respectable in this first 
season and provide a solid foundation for 
future improvement. 

“We've had a lot of inquiries about guys 
from some other teams,” he said. “If we have 
people who can play for other teams in the 
NHL, they should be able to play for us.

Two seasons ago, Edmonton Oilers drew 
an average attendance of 10,222 for their 
home games in what was then the World 
Hockey Association. Last year, the average 
increased by almost exactly 1,000 a game. 
This year, as everyone knows, the Oilers 
have sold all 15,248 seats in the Edmonton 
Coliseum — plus standing room — and that 
season-ticket base makes it clear there won't 
be an unsold seat all season. 

Selling tickets, plus the myriad other details 
involved. in marketing of a National 
Hockey League franchise, are the responsi- 
bility of general manager Larry Gordon, one 
of the two vice-presidents who works closely 
with owner Peter Pocklington in operation of 
the team. ‘ 

Gordon was hired by the Oilers after filling 
various functions in other professional sports 
organizations. The native of Bancroft, Ont., worked in the 
properties division of Boston Bruins in 1967. Five years later, he 
joined Cleveland Crusaders of the WHA as diyector of marketing. 

At that time, he caught the eye of Nick Wt who controlled 
the Crusaders, Cleveland Indians of the American Baseball 
League and Cleveland Cavaliers of the Nate Basketball 
Association. Gordon got involved in virtually every ok of all 
those operations. <L 


On the strength of his performance in Cleveland, Gord s 
named executive vice-president in charge of WHA prop 


and shifted his operations to the league 
office in Toronto. In 1977, he was appointed 
WHA executive director and he held the job 
one season before joining the Oilers in June, 
1978. 

Besides his involvement in expansion 
negotiations, Gordon’s major pre-season 
function was to build a solid marketing 
organization. The six-member marketing 
staff's performance so far gives the general 
manager —known as “Genial” by Edmonton’s 
reporters — reason to be pleased with his 
selections. 

Gordon, obviously, is mainly involved in 
financial aspects of the new NHL franchise. 
“One of my prime responsibilities is to manage 
the overall operation of the club so a profitable 
bottom line is assured,” he says. 

Gordon negotiated the five-game pre- 
season package and has assured Edmonton fans a top Russian _, 
team will be here for an exhibition game early in January. It was ~ 
as an international negotiator that he ‘gained much of his 
prominence; he set up valuable international games with the 
Soviet Union, Czechoslovakia, Sweden and Finland last season. 

Gordon also worked extensively with referees and linesmen 
before joining the Oilers. His trained legal mind and his experience 
in that area undoubtedly figured in his appointment to the NHL 
officiating committee for this season.

There is general agreement among histories that the concept 
came from Europe and recent research indicates that hockey was 
first “organized” at Montreal. Paintings and records show a form 
of the game being played in Great Britain in the 18th century, and 
even earlier on ponds in Holland. 

But the game as played today had its origins in Canada and 
there is little disagreement to the claim that some form of the ice 
game was first brought to North America shores by British 
soldiers garrisoned at Halifax. Montreal and Kingston, Ont. 
Whether the game was called bandy, shinny, shinty or hocquet — 
well, that’s another matter. 

Three students of Montreal’s McGill University are credited 
with setting up proper rules to cover such things as duration of 
play, number of players, positions, form and shape of the puck,

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Other teams were formed and by 1883 it had grown into a series 
of games during Ice Carnival Week. Encouraged by the new 
uniform rules, the game spread to other points of Quebec and 
Ontario, and ultimately across the entire country and spilled over 
into northern parts of the United States. 

Some of the early rules of hockey read as follows: 


@ A team shall be composed of seven players, right winger, 
center and left winger; 


@ The game shall be commenced and renewed by a “face” in 
the center of the rink — the rink being 112 by 58 feet. 


@ The goalkeeper must not, during play, lie, sit or kneel upon 
the ice. He may when in goal stop the puck with his hands but 
shall not throw or hold it. Offenders may be ruled off the ice. 


Well, as you know, the game has changed considerably from 
those days. Six-man hockey became universally accepted in 
1922. Hockey rinks are now approximately 85 feet by 200 feet," 
and of course goaltenders are allowed all:the help they can get, 
including the wearing of masks that became common in the 
1960's. 

It may be impossible to pinpoint the birthplace or origin of the 
game of hockey but it continues to grow into international 
manhood after 100 years in the process of maturing.

The Maloney family operates a 100-acre farm near 
Kitchener, Ontario, and the standing family joke is that the 
best skater in the family is neither Don nor Dave. It’s 21 year- 
old Bob Maloney, who decided he likes studying, travelling, 
and folk singing more than playing hockey. 

“During that emotional playoff series against the Islanders, 
we hadn't heard from Bob in months,” recalls Don. “He was off 
in Israel somewhere just playing his guitar. In fact, I don’t even 
think he knew we were in the playoffs.”

The family was always a close one, but Dave and Don, like 
most fraternal sporting rivals, had a few scrapes along the 
way.

other room to tell the other guys and they all thought I was 
lying. 

“Cam? Well, he did nothing. Just put down his stick and 
walked away.” 

Thus, Connor became an Edmonton Oiler in Montreal, 
joining the new National Hockey League entry as its No. 1 
pick in the expansion draft last June. Nine months later his 
career with the Oilers was over with, going to the Rangers in 
exchange for right-winger Don Murdoch. 

“Tt definitely wasn’t first-class,” said Connor of the manner 
in which he was informed of the trade. “But, then I guess the 
Rangers had tried to get hold of me, the Oilers did, too, but I 
left early for practice. It’s nobody’s fault. And, I guess I should 
be happy, going from a team that’s 19th to one that’s in sixth 
(seventh) place.” 

For Connor, though, it’s been a trying campaign. 


Benched in Montreal for most of 1978-79, he thought he - 


~ had anew lease on life when the Oilers obtained his rights last 
spring. But, his activities were curtailed in training camp when 
complications arose from some food poisoning he picked up 
in Boston during the playoffs. 

“I think the chef got the wrong Montreal right-winger,” he 
joked in a reference to Habs’ super-star Guy Lafleur. 

His back muscles tightened up to a point where he was 
forced to miss the first week of camp and when he was finally 


given the ba ight to scrimmage, Connor dashed onto the 
ice and absorbed a check into the boards from Fogolin. He 
hobbled off with a knee injury, hoping the damage was onlya 
bruise, only to later discover his kneecap was cracked. 

Two months later the 25-year-old made his debut as an 
Oiler in a 4-2 conquest of Chicago Black Hawks on Nov. 28. 
Rugged and anxious, he became embroiled in a battle with 
Hawks’ rookie defenceman Keith Brown, a product of 
Edmonton. Chicago’s Terry Ruskowski charged to the aid of 
the freshman defender, knocking the feet from under 
Connor, who was in the process of throwing a punch. 

The fist collided with Brown’s helmet and when the 
damage was surveyed through the eyes of an X-ray machine, 
Connor had suffered a broken hand.
